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The operator inside the 
DMD Car Service taxi stand, 
stationed outside of the mall on 
Fort Greene Place, said a trip to 
DUMBO would cost $12, but a 
DMD driver whom we hailed 
said the fare was $15. 

Taxi and Limousine Com- 
missioner David Yassky says 
he wants to stop these unfair 
fares.

'Levin-gate' shocks Boerum Hill 

Councilman's office is broken into — and then his car is swiped!

Watergate, it ain’t. 

A hapless thief broke into the 
Atlantic Avenue office of Coun- 
cilman Steve Levin (D-Brook- 
lyn Heights) over the weekend — 
hours after the lawmaker had his 
1 1 -year-old Honda stolen from in 
front of his Greenpoint house. 


The freshman legislator had to 
laugh at his run of bad luck. 

“It was a little funny,” he said. 
“I got a call saying that my office 
had been burglarized, so I said I’d 
be down there in a few minutes — 
and then I had to call them back 
to say I wouldn’t be coming be- 
cause my car was gone.” 

Levin’s travails began late on 


Feb. 26, when he parked his an- 
cient wheels on Morgan Avenue 
near Meeker Street. 

Sometime overnight, the clas- 
sic car was stolen, but Levin only 
discovered the crime at 5 am when 
he got the call about the 4:20 am 
break-in at his office. 

Cops say that Louis Adule, 22, 
broke through the glass windows 


at the Boerum Hill district of- 
fice between Court Street and 
Boerum Place — and a witness 
and Levin said that the thief was 
trying to steal a flat- screen TV 
just inside the office. 

But an ear-witness heard it 
all. 

“Living here for 30 plus years, 
you get to know the sounds — po- 


lice, ambulances, sirens — but a 
loud thud at 5 am? No way,” said 
Jerry Haggerty, who called cops. 

By the time officers arrived, 
Adule had made his way into the 
office, where he was trying to steal 
computer monitors, Levin said. 
He was arrested at the scene.

City would lay off more 
than 1,000 Bklyn teachers

Mayor Bloomberg is not hot 
for Brooklyn teachers. 

The city’s doomsday budget 
scenario calls for 1,117 out of 
1 9,007 teachers to be laid off — 
and Brooklyn accounts for close 
to 24 percent of the 4,675 pro- 
posed layoffs city wide. 

And some schools would lose 
half of their teachers — the re- 
sult, the mayor says, of a state 
school aid cut of $1.4 billion. 

Principals took the proposed 
cuts personally. 

“It [would be] very difficult 
to see them go,” said Cynthia 
Holton, principal at PS 107 on 
Eighth Avenue in Park Slope, 
which would lose six out of its 
35 teachers, or 17 percent, under 
the mayor’s plan. “Not only do 
you feel personally committed 
to them, but layoffs will hurt the 
school system. We don’t want 
to increase class size.” 


the weekend detailing the lay- 
offs at each affected school in 
hopes that parents would j oin the 
fight to pressure state officials to 
change the “arbitrary standard” 
that makes it more difficult to fire 
teachers with seniority. 

The state Senate made the 
change on Tuesday, but Assem- 
bly leaders said they would not 
take up the bill. 

Because seniority rules re- 
mains in place, city officials 
said, the proposed cuts would 
disproportionately affect newer 
schools or buildings in high pov- 
erty areas, where teacher reten- 
tion can be a challenge. 

And the cuts will be deep 
at some schools, including the 
Brighter Choice Community 
School in Bedford-Stuyve- 
sant, which would lose five of 
its eight teachers, or 63 percent 
of the total; and the Khalil Gibran

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W’burg cop 
parks a lot 

His 'Stang never moves, 
even for alternate side

Rules are made to be bro- 
ken — especially if you’re a 
cop in Williamsburg. 

A 94th Precinct officer 
has been openly flouting 
alternate-side parking rules 
by parking his Mustang on 
Roebling Street and promi- 
nently displaying his police - 
issued parking permit on his 
dashboard to avoid getting 
a ticket. 

Residents have seen black 
Ford camping out in the 
same spot near N. Seventh 
Street for nearly two months 
while other drivers diligently 
moved their cars every Mon- 
day and Thursday morning 
when the parking rules are 
enforced. 

The officer, who works 
at the 90th Precinct, could 


not be reached, but a police 
source said that the cop some- 
times displays his permit on 
its windshield after his late- 
night shift if he can’t find 
any parking in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The source added that the 
officer parked his car on the 
street legally this morning. 

But one resident claimed 
thatthe car has “nevermoved” 
from street, even after the 
heavy snowstorms. 

“Just this morning, the of- 
ficer’s Mustang is the only car 
on that side of the street,” said 
one resident who declined to 
give his name. “Those spaces 
on Roebling are coveted 
spots. It makes no sense at 
all, and is wrong.” 

It is unclear how wide- 
spread the practice but the 
NYPD discourages officers 
abusing parking privileges. 


“Police officers have to 
apply for a parking permit 
and you have to know rights 
and wrongs,” said 94th Pre- 
cinct community affairs of- 
ficer Scott Adamo, patrols 
the neighborhood where 
the Mustang is parked.

The intim- 
idation within the commu- 
nity is very strong.” 

Weberman is a member 
of “Vaad Hatznius,” roughly 
translated as “modesty pa- 
trol,” a group that confronts 
members of the Hasidic com- 
munity when they act immor- 
ally, sources confirmed.

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Church to be 
demolished 

Ridge site just half-block 
from former Green Church

Another one of Bay Ridge’s be- 
loved old churches is going to be 
demolished for development — 
and locals aren’t happy. 

Salam Arabic Lutheran 
Church on Ovington Avenue, 
which was recently sold by the 
New York Lutheran Synod for 
$1.5 million, will be replaced by 
a five-story, 25 -unit apartment 
building, according to plans filed 
on Feb. 16 with the city. 

“Do we need 25 more apart- 
ments? No,” said preservationist 
Victoria Hofmo, who lamented 
both the increase in density the 
construction will bring and the 
loss of a community treasure, a 
70-year-old church modeled af- 
ter one in Denmark. 

“In Bay Ridge, there’s no way 
to develop without destroying 
something — and we’re tired of 
it,” Hofmo added. 

But the new owner of the 
site, Xi Wu, said he was sur- 
prised to hear about local dis- 


appointment. 

“I spoke to a lot of people and 
nobody told me they were sad 
about it,” he told us. 

Declining parish populations 
are encouraging congregations 
to sell off their greatest asset — 
their buildings. 

Usually, the buildings are 
demolished — but they don’t 
need to be. 

In December, the Lutheran 
Synod sold Salem Lutheran 
Church, at 67th Street near Fourth 
Avenue, to St. Matthew’s Church, 
for $2.65 million. That building 
will remain. 

But a year earlier, the nearly 
century-old Bay Ridge United 
Methodist Church was sold to 
a developer for $9.75 million 
and was promptly torn down. 
When the real-estate boom went 
bust, the site was sold to the city, 
which is building a new pub- 
lic school. 

Salam Arabic Lutheran 
Church opened as the Salem 
Danish Evangelical Lutheran

Church in 1942. 

The building, between Third 
and Fourth avenues, was trans- 
ferred from the shrinking Dan- 
ish congregation to the Arabic 
one in 1995, and renamed, but it 
could not survive a cash-strapped 
Synod. 


Vicious rape on Third

A horrific rape and attempted 
robbery at a Third Avenue bak- 
ery on Friday has left merchants 
on the fledgling Gowanus busi- 
ness strip on edge. 

Police sources said a man in 
a ski mask crept into the Every- 
body Eat Bakery near Carroll 
Street moments after a 22-year- 
old employee opened at 8:55 
am. He flashed a gun and de- 
manded cash, then beat and 
sexually assaulted the young 
woman when she said she had 
no money to give. 

The thug stormed out of the 
bakery a few moments later, 
walking right past a video sur- 
veillance camera as he made 
his escape. 

The woman was taken to 
Kings County Hospital, where 
she was treated and released. 

Cops from the 78th Precinct 
said they were pulling out all the 
stops in their search for the rap- 
ist — welcome news to Third 
Avenue merchants. 

“We can’t believe that some- 
thing like this could happen, but 
it can get very quiet around 
here, especially in the morn- 
ing,” said one Third Avenue 
business owner, who wished 
not to be named. 

Friday’s rape was the second 
vicious attack to take place in

the area in recent months, 
the merchant claimed: A 
woman was brutalized 
on Third Avenue near 
Seventh Street over the 
summer, although the 
crime was not reported 
at the time. 

“There isn’t a lot 
of foot traffic around 
here,” she said. “Until 
we get better security 
measures, we’re going 
to make sure our doors 
are locked when we’re 
not busy.” 

The merchant revi- 
talization on Third Av- 
enue between Ninth and 


Carroll streets has just begun, with 
only a handful of new stores and 
eateries popping up among a strip 
dominatedby warehouses, plumb- 
ing supply companies and the Al- 
Madinah Islamic School. 

Yet some defiant store keep- 
ers say Friday’s attack isn’t go- 
ing to scare them off. 

“[The attack] was shocking be- 
cause we’re in a good neighbor- 
hood, but I still feel pretty safe,” 
said Joe Salimeri of Pizza Cotta- 
Bene near Carroll Street. “We 
watch each other’s backs.”

Call it ‘BAR-clays Center’ 

New nightlife scene emerges as Nets arena rises

O’Connor’s gets a 
pre-Nets makeover

Fifth Avenue’s beloved old-man 
bar, O’Connor’s, will get a makeover 
and expansion just in time for the 
Barclays Center to open a couple 
blocks away — but the owner says his 
loyalties are to longtime customers, 
not the thousands of sports fans who 
will fill the arena next year. 

Come summertime, the no- 
frills dive will be expanded to in- 
clude an upstairs restaurant with 
seating that serves “good, off-the- 
bone Irish-American food” and — 
for the first time — beer on tap. It 
will be three times bigger and one 
story taller. 

“We’re trying to keep the old look, 
but modernize it a bit,” said owner 
Mike Maher, who has run the bar, 
near Dean Street, for three years. 

Maher said that the renovation 
and retooling had nothing to do with 
the 19,000-seat arena rising one 
block away, but the arena is sure to 
draw a crowd of sporty types from 


outside Park Slope to a place that’s 
now only popular with a small band 
of regulars. 

And some of those elbow-bend- 
ers are disappointed. 

“There won’t be that same 
run-down feeling,” said Dan My- 
ers, who founded the blog, Here’s 
Park Slope. 

Even a bartender admitted this 
week that “the vibe might change” 
in a bar that was founded in 1934, 
and hasn’t changed through World 
War II, the white flight of the 1950s, 
the urban turmoil of the 1960s and 
the gentrification of the 1990s. 

But not everyone is upset. 

“The times, they are a chang- 
ing,” said regular John Lonergan. 
“You must go with the flow. When 
I used to come here more than 20 
years ago, it was all Korean War 
vets. The Old Guard is gone. Now 
it’s all Yuppies.”

Slopers too late to stop bar 

Despite protest. Prime 6 already has license

Dozens of enraged Park Slop- 
ers stormed a community board 
meeting on Monday night to ob- 
ject to a liquor license for a con- 
troversial bar at the corner of 
Flatbush and Sixth avenues — 
but the protesters quickly learned 
that they were too late: the li- 
quor license had been granted 
earlier this month because no 
one raised an objection. 

Akiva Ofshtein was granted 
his license by the State Liquor 
Authority on Feb. 16 for his lo- 
cation inside the former Royal 
Video store about a block and 
a half from the under- construc- 
tion Barclays Center basketball 
arena. 

He had notified Community 
Board 6 back in November of 
his intention to seek the license. 
The board had 30 days to object, 
but it did not. 

As a result, Ofshtein’s attor- 
ney George Karp filed for the li- 
cense application on Jan. 18, and 
the liquor agency granted the li- 
cense — actually three, for bar 
service in the main restaurant, a 
basement lounge, and a backyard 
area — on Feb. 16 following a 
hearing in Manhattan, at which 
no objections were raised. 

“If they don’t show up to the 
hearing, I assumed no one is con- 
cerned,” said Karp. 

That was a bad assumption, if 
Monday night’s meeting is any 
indication. After the obligatory 
complaints that they had not been 
informed about Ofshtein’s bid 
for a license, locals went on the 
attack against the Canarsie na- 
tive’s bar itself. 

“This is Park Slope, not the 
Lower East Side ! ” said Paul Zu-

moff, an area broker who echoed 
the sentiment of dozens of resi- 
dents. 

The business will occupy a prime 
spot in what is already a nightlife 
hub, one that will undoubtedly 
get busier with the arrival of the 
Brooklyn Nets. The battle against 
the bar can be seen, in part, as a 
proxy battle for the lost war over 
Atlantic Yards. 

“The use that you proposed is 
not acceptable to this community,” 
warned Sue Jacobs, a St. Marks 
Avenue resident. 

That said, it’s unclear what “use” 
Ofshtein is actually considering. 


In an interview, he told us that he 
has yet to decide what type of res- 
taurant his place will be, decid- 
ing between a “California kitchen” 
and a steakhouse, possibly named 
Prime 6. 

But either way, he insisted, his 
restaurant is for locals. 

“I am gearing up for a Park Slope 
clientele,” he said, promising a May 
opening. 

The bar will serve food until 4 
am, feature two large televisions, 
a private party area, “acoustic mu- 
sic,” and an outdoor garden area 
— which residents said must be 
removed from his plans. 

“My goal is not to turn people 
away or make them angry,” said Of- 
shtein, a lawyer by trade who said 
he worked as a waiter for years and 
managed the now- shuttered Tavern 
on the Green from 1997 to 1998. 

“Our ultimate goal is to have a 
high-end style Manhattan restau- 
rant in Brooklyn,” he claimed. 

But that image was betrayed 
by Ofshtein’s Prime 6 Myspace 
page, which featured suggestively 
posed women, and Facebook page 
which included a link to the “Prime 
6 mixed CD,” created by hip hop 
artist DJ Big Jeff, who has songs 
titled, “Motha F-ka, I’m 111” and 
“New Money.” 

Ofshtein disavowed any in- 
volvement with the pages, saying 
they were done by an independent 
business to drum up interest in his 
venture. 

But the explanations struck a 
disingenuous chord with residents, 
who said Karp’s client was a fish 
out of water. 

“He made it very clear that he is 
not interested in being a good neigh- 
bor,” said Jen Abrams, a Park Place 
resident. “So what sort of business 
owner is he going be?”

Location, location, location 

Building owner thinks lot would make perfect hotel

Hotel? No tell. 

The owners of a vacant 
four- story apartment build- 
ing across the street from the 
Brooklyn Academy of Mu- 
sic have put the site on the 
market — and they’re try- 
ing to generate excitement 
by marketing it as the perfect 
“hotel opportunity.” 

“The location is irre- 
placeable,” said David Hub- 
schman, a broker at Pru- 
dential Douglas Elliman, 
referring to the world-re- 
nowned cultural institution 
steps away and the Barclays 
Center basketball arena two 
blocks to the south that will 
be completed next year. 

“Just think about all 
the cultural events,” Elli- 
man added. “You’re talk- 
ing about hundreds of ho- 
tel rooms a year.” 

In other words, it’s now 
worth $5.5 million — up 
from the $3.4 million that 
the current owners paid in 
2007. 

Current zoning allows 
roughly six stories in height, 
but air rights from a neigh- 
boring building, plus the 
inclusion of a community 


space, would allow the new 
owners to build more. A ren- 
dering put out by the sellers 
shows a nine-story hotel, fea- 
turing a rooftop deck. 

There is no guarantee that 
the purchasers will build a 
hotel, though hoteliers re- 
main bullish on Brooklyn. 

Ever since the Marriott 
Hotel on Adams Street dou- 
bled its capacity in 2006, the 
borough has been on a room 


binge. Gowanus has become 
home to several small hotels, 
and two more hotels will join 
Hotel Le Jolie in Williams- 
burg, including a 73 -room 
lodge by DUMBO titans Da- 
vid and Jed Walentas. 

Duffield Street just to the 
west of the BAM Cultural 
District will soon by home 
to four new hotels. 

Throughout this hotel 
craze, the BAM Cultural Dis- 


trict has remained a bed-and- 
breakfast area only — though 
that will likely change when 
Bruce Ratner’s basketball 
arena is done. 

“A hotel is something 
that has been proposed for 
a long time,” said Council- 
woman Letitia James (D- 
Fort Greene). 

“People are anticipating 
the arena, which would ne- 
cessitate a hotel.”

ON THE MOVE: 
Seniors and Exercise

L ike most people, you've probably 
heard that physical activity and ex- 
ercise are good for you. Many experts 
believe that exercise is the single most 
important thing an individual can do to 
improve his or her health. Studies have 
shown that older adults have much to 
gain by staying physically active. Despite 
this fact, the majority of Americans do 
not get regular exercise. Unfortunately, 
this inactivity increases with age. 

Regardless of age, physical activity 
helps the body maintain, repair and 
improve itself. One of the best ways to 
stay physically active is to make it a life- 
long habit. Set yourself up to succeed 
right from the start by incorporating 
exercise into your everyday routine. The 
positive benefits of exercise include: 

• Strengthening the heart and lungs 
• Lowering blood pressure 
• Protecting against adult-onset 
diabetes 

• Keeping joints, tendons and 
ligaments flexible 

• Maintaining strength and muscle mass 
• Increasing balance and reducing the 
risk of falls 

• Helping to maintain body 
composition, with a higher 
proportion of muscle than fat 


• Reducing the risk of coronary heart 
disease, stroke and hypertension 

• Promoting psychological health, 
particularly self-esteem 

Some examples of popular and benefi- 
cial forms of exercise for seniors are brisk 
walking, swimming, jogging, bicycling, 
golfing and using exercise machines. 
Seniors are more susceptible to exercise- 
related injuries than the general popu- 
lation. To prevent injuries, they should 
start slowly and gradually build up to 
more strenuous exercises. A minimum 
of 30 minutes of moderate exercise on 
most days of the week is enough to build 
up a senior's level of physical activity. 

Family members play a key role in get- 
ting seniors started on, and committed 
to, exercise programs. Sometimes, family 
members mistakenly believe that their el- 
ders risk unnecessary danger by exercis- 
ing. However, a well-chosen regimen of 
physical activity can do a world of good. 

Keep in mind that different exercises 
have different effects on the body. 
Therefore, a combination of aerobic, 
resistive strength and flexibility ex- 
ercises is recommended. Those with 
known medical conditions should seek 
the advice of an exercise expert and a 
physician before beginning a vigorous 
exercise program.

Many say the new rules 
would make them feel more 
comfortable about hailing the 
so-called “black cars.” 

“It would be great to regu- 
late them so you’d know ex- 
actly what price you’re going 
to get,” said Fort Greene res- 
ident Marie Schumacher. “I 
would take those cabs more 
if they had meters.” 

Yellow cabbies are among 
the opponents to the plan. 

“The mayor is proposing 
a second tier taxi market that 
will make second-class citi- 


zens of taxi drivers,” Bhairavi 
Desai, spokesman of the New 
York Taxi Workers Alliance 
said in a statement. 

But the city maintains 
that the mandatory naviga- 
tion system in hailed livery 
cabs would allow the Taxi 
and Limousine Commission 
to crack down on Manhat- 
tan pick-ups, which would 
still be banned. 

Agency spokesman Allan 
Fromberg added that revenue 
generated from the license fees 
paid by hailed liveries would 
fund increased enforcement 
of illegal pick-ups.

mers — quickly establishing 
the show as a central element 
of the city’s vision for a bus- 
tling amusement area extend- 
ing from the Cyclone to be- 
yond MCU Park, the home 
of the Cyclones minor league 
baseball team. 

But a Ringling Bros, 
spokesman said that the cir- 
cus’s June-September Coney 
show no longer “fit into the 
schedule.” 

“We already committed to 
shows in the Pacific North- 
west,” said the spokesman, 
Stephen Payne. 

Insiders surmised that the 
circus hadn’t made as much 
money as it hoped to. 

“They opted out of the 
agreement because they 
were having trouble mak- 
ing the numbers work,” said 
Michele de Milly, a spokes- 
woman for Taconic Partners, 
which leased the site to Ring- 
ling Bros. 

Payne declined to address 
the money question, saying 
only that the circus hopes to 
return next summer. 

The decision to ditch Co- 
ney Island is a major blow to 
the city, which had touted the 
circus as a key step in trans- 
forming the once-neglected 
area into a year-round tour- 
ist destination. 

Ringling Bros, preceded 
other amusement area oper- 
ations, including Luna Park, 
which opened last summer, 
and Scream Zone, which will 


add two new roller coasters 
and other rides this spring. 
Both were operated by Cen- 
tral Amusement, the Italian- 
based outfit whose 10-year 
lease from the city is also 
part of the Bloomberg ad- 
ministration’s long-term re- 
vitalization plan. 

But without the Great- 
est Show on Earth, Central 
Amusement is now the only 
show in town. 

The city insists that the 
circus’s departure is a mere 
bump in the road. 

“While the circus would 
have been great, it’s no longer 
necessary to make Coney Is- 
land a draw,” said Economic 
Development Corporation 
spokeswoman Julie Wood. 
“There’s a full calendar of 
exciting events in Coney 
Island this summer, head- 
lined by Scream Zone and 
Luna Park.” 

Opponents of the may- 
or’s vision for an upscale 
Coney Island were quick to 
predict that Central Amuse- 
ments would also soon bow 
out, another big-time oper- 
ator who couldn’t make the 
predicted killing in a small- 
time, past-its-prime neigh- 
borhood. 

“Coney Island will forever 
be a poor man’s Boardwalk,” 
said Shoot the Freak owner 
Anthony Berlingieri, whose 
popular arcade game was 
bulldozed earlier this year, 
though it is slated to return 
for one more season.

‘Beautiful Burnout 9 at St. Anns leaves us down for the count

T hey say boxers make the best dancers. 
The same could be said about the team 
behind “Beautiful Burnout,” a frenzied 
look at the so-called “sweet science” that left 
me dizzy — and not in a good way. 

After witnessing this high-octane pu- 
gilistic passion play, appearing for the 
first time in the U.S. at St. Ann’s Ware- 
house in DUMBO, I felt like I went three 
rounds with Mike Tyson. The simple story 
swarmed me with so many superfluous 
characters and side stories that I had no 
idea what was going on. Before I knew 
it, I was down for the count. 

The play takes place in Scotland, but this 
meandering blitzkrieg came straight out 
of Brooklyn; co-director Steven Hoggett 
got the idea for “Beautiful Burnout” when 
he was working on the National Theatre 
of Scotland’s “Black Watch” at St. Ann’s 
in 2008. His cast used the showers at the 
nearby Gleason’s Gym following perfor- 
mances, and Hoggett was enamored by 
the young boxers he met there. 

Thanks to the “Rocky” franchise and 
movies like “The Fighter” and “Raging 
Bull,” there are plenty of rules (not all 
of them Queensberry) on how to make a 
good boxing drama, but Hoggett ignores 
most of them. 

Instead, his play repeatedly speeds 
up and sputters as Hoggett jams every- 
thing he learned and everyone he met at 
Gleason’s Gym into a trim 90-minute tale 
about Cameron Burns (Ryan Fletcher), a 
young, dumb scrapper who joins an am- 
ateur boxing club with dreams of being 
a big-time contender.

Under the tutelage of trainer Bobby Bur- 
gess (Ewan Stewart), Burns and a crew of 
young pugilists — which include “Million 
Dollar Baby” clone Dina Massie (Vicki 
Manderson) as eye candy — soon learn 
that boxing can crush your spirit as eas- 


ily as your cheekbones. 

But they’re grateful for the beat downs: 
As Burns and the other fighters are being 
chewedup and spat out one by one, they think 
about nothing but the cool nicknames they’re 
going to use once they get in the ring. 

They also do a lot of dancing: The fre- 
quent sparring montages are put to pound- 
ing club music, making them vaguely rem- 
iniscent of Tae Bo videos. 

Hoggett and co-director Scott Graham 
do choreograph the boxing matches well, 
freezing every punch so we can get a brief 
glimpse of what’s running through the 
fighter’s mind at the moment of impact. 

Sadly, many of these moments are spent 


on the banal supporting cast, which is 
pretty much forgettable. Even Burns’s 
character isn’t all that interesting. 

The play is often saved by its moral 
center, Carlotta (wonderfully played by 
Blythe Duff), who kept the audience en- 
gaged as she went through the paces of a 
boxing mom, from the initial fears about 
her son’s decision to become a boxer to, as 
she puts it, “becoming a bloody extra in 
‘Gladiator,’” then back to worrying over 
what her young fighter has become. 

That dramatic blow is, of course, saved 
for the last act, but by then, thanks to all 
the undercard bouts, I had already thrown 
in the towel.

G allic glamour comes to the 
Brooklyn Academy of Mu- 
sic this month. 

A 25-film retrospective de- 
voted to iconic French screen 
legend Catherine Deneuve 
showcases the star’s many incar- 
nations, from the young ingenue 
who won moviegoers’ hearts in 
the 1964 musical 4 ‘The Umbrel- 
las of Cherbourg,” to the stately 
grande dame who proves more 
than a match for her overbear- 
ing husband in the new com- 
edy, “Potiche.” 

“After watching that movie 
at the Toronto Film Festival 


last year, I knew I wanted to 
do something around her,” said 
Florence Almozini, director of 
film programing at BAM, who 
kicks off the series on March 
4 with a screening of “Pot- 
iche,” followed by a Q and A 
with the actress. “She always 
has this image of the beauti- 
ful, cold blonde, and yet she 
has played in comedies to per- 
fection and still does.” 
Indeed, Deneuve earned that 
image thanks to such films as 
Roman Polanksi’s chilling 1965 
psychologicalhorrormovie “Re- 
pulsion,” Francois Truffaut’s 
1969 film “Mississippi Mer- 
maid,” and Luis Bunel’s 1967 
art-house provocation “Belle de 


Jour.” Then again, she also did 
the over-the-top 2002 musical 
comedy “8 Women.” 

The retrospective includes 
them all, though Almozini 
hopes the star’s earlier work 
shines through. 

“I hope younger audiences 
will be able to experience her 
early films,” said Almozini. 
“Those movies are 40 years 
old and still feel fresh.”

France sparkling wine.

t takes a tough shopkeeper to make 
a tender wine. 

And Adam Goldstein, who owns 
the Red White & Bubbly shop on 
Fifth Avenue, is a fighter in your cor- 
ner. His Brooklyn Wine Company, 
launched in 2005 with simple red and 
white varieties and prices that had 
them flying off the shelves, is back 
with three new versions that celebrate 
how great wine can be when you’re 
not being ripped off to buy it. 

See, the problem is, most vint- 
ners are sitting there in their French 
chateau or their Spanish bottega de- 
vising the perfect, price-is-no -object 
wine. If it works out, they’ll sell it 
for $ 1 ,000 a bottle. If it doesn’t work 
out, is an average bottle of wine that 
you’ll still pay too much for. 

But Goldstein goes about winemak- 
ing from the retail perspective. 

“I figure out what I want the bot-

tie to cost, and then I mix and match 
grapes that can keep me at that price 
point,” he said. 

So in the case of his new “Brook- 
lyn Red” ($12.95), that means lots of 
Cabernet Franc and Merlot grapes, 
but just a hint of the sometimes pricey 
Cabernet Sauvignon. 

And in the “Brooklyn White” 
($11.95), the vast majority of the 
grapes are Chardonnay, with just a 
hint of Riesling. 

And an earlier vintage, a 2005 
Grand Army Meritage that’s still on 
sale at the shop, used two varieties 
of Cabernet Sauvignon grapes, but 
only 10 percent were from the high- 
priced bins destined for wineries try- 


ing to get you to spend more. 

All of Goldstein’s grapes come 
from Long Island or the Finger Lakes 
region, so frugality is key. 

“Twenty-five dollars is too much 
for a New York wine for most of my 
customers,” he said. 

So how do the new varieties taste? 
The Brooklyn Red has a peppery 
nose that leads to a spiciness (from 
the Cabernet Franc) and the taste 
of dark fruits. It’s a medium-bod- 
ied wine that would beautifully cut 
through the fat in a skirt steak, while 
also serving as the dutiful cheerleader 
on the sidelines when you’re tucking 
into a fancy New York strip. 

The white is full of apples, pears and 
honey (the Chardonnay speaks !), with a 
big upfront nose and sweet fruit. It lin- 
gers without a heavy mineral finish. 

And the sparkling wine? We put 
a bottle of the $19.95 pseudo-Cham- 
pagne in the fridge for when the Pu- 
litzer for wine criticism is announced. 
This story is a shoe-in.

Don’t 
forget to pay your respects to the de- 
licious guest of honor, a whole suck- 
ling pig grinning from his throne of 
lettuce and oranges! 

South American Slope: Bet- 
cha can’t guess 
what kind of food 
newly opened Park 
Slope resto, Colom- 
bia, serves. Operat- 
ing out of the space 
on Fifth Avenue between Fifth and 
Sixth streets formally occupied by the 
Italian deli, Pollio, empanadas and 
carne asada are set to take the place 
of mortadella and ham cappy. 
Land ho: We see a new nau- 


tical dive on Bushwick’s horizon!

ground or at our house. 

These are things that of- 
fer them something to of- 
fer to others, things that can 
act as teaching tools as they 
learn to give the more long- 
lasting requisite gifts: kind- 
ness and care of other peo- 
ple’s feelings. 

I don’t routinely send 
the boys with snacks so 
they can bribe classmates, 
but in this case, though, I 
was glad the holiday snacks 
came in handy. I did point 
out to Eli that losing his 
temper wasn’t good, that he 
was lucky to have been let 
back into the club at all. He 
wouldn’t always have Oreos 
and he needed always to try 
to be kind. But I had to com- 
mend him for his admission 
of wrong-doing, his willing- 
ness to sacrifice a precious 
snack as pay-back. That was, 
in the end, probably why he 
was let back in the club. 

A nd it’s a valuable les- 
son: People are only 
allowed in clubs if 
they are willing to negoti- 
ate and to acknowledge when 
they’ve acted badly. It is only 
with such recognition and re- 
pentance that we might again 
get in a friend or desired 
friend’s good graces. 

This is a lesson I myself 
seem to have to learn and 
relearn again and again, a 
lesson that I am pained but 


pleased to watch my kids 
learn amongst their peers at 
a young age. They will for- 
get and learn it again many 
times, I am sure, in so many 
ways. 

I didn’t want to reward 
Eli’s efforts at bribery, but 
in one form or another, it’s 
what we all have to do to 
make and/or keep friends: 
we have to do something for 
them. It’s not always stuff, 
of course, though sometimes 
it can be. 

I invite people over all the 
time with the promise of a 
home-cooked meal and some 
decent wine. Or I say I have 
a really good story to tell to 
get a friend to hang out with 
me. I offer a listening ear, 
or a car or a guest room or 
a cup of milk when a friend 
or neighbor is in need. 

In social situations, it is 
always and forever impor- 
tant to figure what we have 
as collateral. It is a lesson 
best learned early that ev- 
eryone has to get something 
out of a relationship to stay 
in it. And if you should wish 
to be part of a club, as Eli 
learned first-hand, you must 
be friendly and flexible, es- 
pecially to its leader. 

Making other people feel 
good — whether well-fed, en- 
tertained or listened to — is 
the fastest way to make and 
keep friends. It’s not always 


easy to remember, but I try to 
remind myself and my kids of 
this fact often: playing well 
with others means thinking 
not only of what you can get, 
but of what you might give. 
And, more often than not, we 
will be stranded with only 
our words and deeds, with- 
out an Oreo or fruit leather 
to be found. Then, the great 
hope is that lessons learned 
early on the playground, shar- 
ing Pokemon cards or snacks, 
will translate into giving of a 
far more serious nature. 

My fingers are crossed that 
Eli’s early bartering is a good 
sign ofhis eagerness to engage 
fully in the difficult challenge 
of building and maintaining 
relationships, even when it 
means giving up something 
he might want.

were so crowded kids had to 
sit on radiators.” 

“It will be devastating 
for the school system,” he 
said. “They are destroying 
the school system at the ex- 
pense of workers — they are 
cutting off their nose to spite 
their face.” 

The city noted that the lay- 
offs may never happen, and 
it is likely that new teachers 
would be hired at the schools, 
as the numbers do not reflect 
the number of teaching po- 
sitions that would be elimi- 
nated, officials noted.

But Rotary isn’t just for 
elites from towns like Bor- 
ing, Oregon. 

“Obviously people in 
the city think of Rotary as 
a small-town affair,” said 
Brooklyn Bridge Rotary 
Club-member Ed Weintrob, a 
former newspaper publisher. 
“But there are a lot of Rotary 
clubs in large cities.” 

The 102-year-old New 
York club, for example, con- 
tinues to host $55 lunches 
each Monday at the Har- 
vard Club. 

Yet, there hasn’t been 
a club between Staten Is- 
land and Chinatown since 
the early 1990s, when the 
80-year-old Brooklyn Rotary 
Club, as well as the spin-off 
Rotary Breakfast Club, both 
closed after many older mem- 
bers retired. 

Charity is the cornerstone 
of Rotary, and Rotarians at 
the fourth meeting this week 
discussed combating under- 
age prostitution while en- 
joying smoked salmon and 
baby leek tarts. Over the main 
course, the conversation fo- 
cused on organizing a bone 
marrow testing event, and the 
already-begun initiative of 
sending cellphones to sol- 
diers overseas. 

The original club met in 
the historic, though long- 
closed Gage and Tollner res- 
taurant on Fulton Street. Now 
the group meets at the Mar- 
riott Hotel on Adams Street 
— and the more -modern lo- 
cation is intentional. 

“We don’t want the club to 
become so stiff that we can’t 
have fun,” said Hardison. 

And just because Rotar- 
ians actually speak to each 
other face-to-face doesn’t 
mean they’re not on top of 
new media. 

An upcoming service proj - 
ect might send used books 
to Africa, “since everyone 
is getting rid of their books 
and moving to Kindles,” said 
Weintrob. A website is in the 
works. 

Still, the well-heeled Ro- 
tarians haven’t forgotten their 
manners. Meetings begin 
with the pledge of allegiance, 
and sergeant-at-arms Alan 
Wheeler makes sure that no 
one speaks out of turn.

with it. 

“Itmakesme thinkyouhave 
to have connections,” saidLo- 
rianne Gnahoui, an engineer- 
ing student who considered 
applying. 

Similarly, a Brooklyn 
adult who is mentoring a 
Brooklyn Tech HS gradu- 
ate, added his own concerns 
about involving his protege 
in the program. 

“They have set up a whole 
lot of students for disappoint- 
ment and given them a hard 
lesson in cronyism,” he said. 
“It’s a back-door effort for 
Time Warner to reward leg- 
islators.” 

The two-month paid intern- 
ship, dubbed Connect a Mil- 
lion Minds, is open to anyone 
studying math or science with 
above a 2.8 GPA. 

But when The Brooklyn 
Paper called all 13 Brook- 
lyn members of the minor- 
ity caucus to inquire about 
obtaining a recommendation 
letter, we discovered a sys- 
tem rife with incompetence, 
potential corruption, igno- 
rance — or all three. 

“We don’t give letters to 
people we don’t know,” said 
Demecia Wooten-Irizarry, 
chief of staff for Assem- 
blyman Darryl Towns (D- 
Bushwick). 

Other staffers for caucus 
members revealed a latter- 
day patronage mill: 

• Assemblyman Nick Perry 
(D-Flatbush) : “It helps if we 
know their parents.” 

•Assemblywoman An- 
nette Robinson (D-Bed- 
ford-Stuyvesant):“Well, 
we wouldn’t just give them 
to anyone walking down the 
street.” 

•Assemblyman Hakeem 
Jeffries (D-Prospect Heights): 
“I don’t know the criteria; that 
wouldn’t be something that’s 
easy to explain.” 

• Assemblyman Felix Or- 
tiz (D-Sunset Park) : “It’s the 
first Eve heard of this pro- 
gram.” 

• State Sen. Eric Adams 
(D-Park Slope): “I’m not 
just gonna give you a letter 
because you come into my 
office and ask for one. ... I 
want to know your biogra- 
phy, what church do you at- 
tend, if you are a Boy Scout 
— stuff like that.” 

But after he had a few days 
to think it over, Adams called 
us back to admit that the pro- 
gram has a major flaw. 

“The average person is pet- 
rified of walking into a gov- 
ernment office,” he said. 

The other six members of 
the caucus — Assemblyman 
William Boyland, Assembly- 
woman Inez Barron, state 
Sen. John Sampson, state 
Sen. Kevin Parker, state Sen. 
Velmanette Montgomery and 
state Sen. Martin Dilan — 
did not want to talk about the 
program. (An seventh cau- 
cus member, Assemblyman 
Karim Camara, could not be 
reached for comment.) 

Just before the internship 
program was launched in2009, 


the company aggressively lob- 
bied Albany lawmakers, in- 
cluding Towns, about “cable 
television matters,” according 
to public records. 

Lawmakers atthe time were 
reviewing whether New York 
should ditch a contract with 


a competing telecommunica- 
tions company. 

The lobbying apparently 
paid off: The state can- 
celled the contract in Janu- 
ary, 2009. 

Time Warner honchos in 
charge of the program did 
not return several calls seek- 
ing comment, but company 
spokeswoman Suzanne Giu- 
liani said that the demand for 


a recommendation letter was 
“a way of helping to spread 
the word.” 

It hasn’t worked. No one 
has requested letters from the 
Brooklyn caucus members. 

“It’s definitely odd,” said 
Lisa Syron, a director with 
Student Advocacy, an edu- 
cation rights group. 

The requirement is rare. 
Disney, Honeywell Interna- 


tional and Google — to name 
a few — all have a similar 
internships, but none makes 
students get lawmakers to 
vouch for them. 

“Employers benefit from 
a letter of recommendation 
when it is written by someone 
who knows the applying stu- 
dent intern well,” Syron said. 
“But how many people know 
an elected official?”
